was issued . Further information was called for from the 
Supdt. or the pust, office about the service of the letter to 
the Union and the postal authority, informed that the letter 
sent by this court was served on the Gen. Secretary of the 
Union . Still the case was adjourned to 27-2-89 and 10-3-89 
to see whether the union puts up its appearance. The Union 
has evinced no interest in the matter and the submissions 
on beñalf of the company are placed on record . 

After going through the facts on record and the submis 
sions made on behalf of the company and considering the 
Observations of the Supreme Court in the case of manage 
ment of F.C.I. V / s the workmen reported in 1970 , LAB I.C. 
page 743, I feel that the Union is not interested in the 
matter . The question involved is regarding the pay for the 
strike period and it is for the Union to substantiate the 
claim by leading .cogent evidence. The Union has failed to 
teää its evidence while the evidence led by the Company is 
not challenged by the Union and that evidence which is gone 
unchallenged will have to be accepted in the circumstances 
of the case. In the result, pass the following order : 

ORDER : 
Considering the facts and circumstances of the case; it is 
hereby held that the workmen of M / s Con Shipyard Limited , 
Vaddem , Vasco da Gama, represented by the Goa Shipyard 
Labour Union , Vasco da Gama are not entitled to wages for 
the period from 19-11-75 to 27-12-75 . 

There shall be no order as to cósts . 

Inform the Government accordingly about the passing of 
the award .

AWARD 


This is a reference made by the Government of Goa , by its 
order No. IRM /CON / (21) / 76 /TT - 18 / 77 dated 17th November, 
1977 with an annexure scheduled thereto which reads as 
follows: 


“ Whether the workmen of M / s Goa Shipyard Limited, 
Vaddem , Vasco da Gama, represented by the Goa Shipyard 
Labour Union , Vasco da Gama, are entitled to wages for 
the period from 19-11-1975 to 27-12-1975 ? 


Law ( Establishment) Department 


The point involved in this Government reference is regard 
ing the wages for the period between 19-11-75 to 27-12-75 ; a 
period on which the members of the party I / Union were on 
strike. 


According to Party II /Goa Shipyard hereinafter referred 
to as the Company the Union had served a charter of 
demands on 4-3-75 for which the Company invited the union 
for discussion on 17-5-75 . which continued till 7-6-75 and a 
tentative settlement subject to the approval to the Board of 
Directors was arrived at. The Board of Directors approved 
of the proposals on 22-7-75 and the proposal was sent to 
the Defence Ministry for sanction of the President of India . 
These facts are borne. out on records . Pending sanction the 
workmen held a meeting on 8-11-75 and go slow and non 
..- coperation were started on that day and the situation went 
on deteriorating as a result of go slow and non cooperation , 
There were also other incidents such as gherao etci, and 
continued dis-orderly behaviour started resulting in the 
suspension of 21 workmen as der Memo dated 18-11-75 . 
Thereafter inspite of the ban on strike the strike commenced 
on 19-11-75 and ended on 27-12-75 .

After giving the above facts. It is submitted on behalf of 
the management of the company that for the period of strike 
the rule No Work No Pays comes into play and for this 
reliance is placed on the authority of the Allahabad High 
Court reported in 1982, LAB : I.C. page 51. The broad principle 
is that the burden lay on the workmen to prove the plea set 
out by them , In the present case it has to be noted that the 
Union representing the workmen chose to remain absent, 
Inspite of repeated notices . The case fixed on 29-1-88 was 
adjourned to 26-2-88 at the request of the Union . On 22-6-88 
evidence of the witness of workmen was partly recorded . 
The matter was adjourned to 8-4-88 for evidence of the 
workřen . The matter was adjourned at the request of the 
workmen to 4-5-88, 15-7-88, 10-8-88, 29-9-88 and lastly on 
1-11-88 Advocate . Guru Shirodkar representing the Union 
withdrew from the Case. Consequently, a fresh notice was 
Issued to the Union returnable on 15-12-88 . On that day as 
the postal acknowledgment was not received a fresh notice
